Tho secputl 
class arc those who wlah to go Into tmnl- 
now In a small way, who are willing to 
wait porno years for a start, who have no 
capltkl anil nothing which they can give 
as security lu borrowing, 


The Lenders may be divided liko thin i 
Firet~Poor married women, who arc 


unfortunate enough to have husbands who 
from Intcinperouco or ruatlcsanuBS never 
save anything, but who give tholr wives 
money when they havo It. 


Stoond—Single women, euch as neecllo- 


wouen and sales-women, who con save 
one 01 moro dollars a mouth, If they aro 
encouraged to do so by tbe hope of being 
able some day to start a millinery shop, or 
purchase a home. 


IMrd—Any person who wlilies a safe 


Investment for small monthly sums .of 
mouey at a higher rale of Interest than Is 
usually given. 


Fourth—Any one who Is interested In 


real estate, In tho growth of tbc city, or In 
the welfare of tbc laboring chutes and 
mechanics. 


The object of this article Is to advUe 


any one who may belong to one or other 
of theau classes to take advantage of a 
Building Association as toon as possible, 
and to toll them a little In regard to tho 
amount of stock to take.
